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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited art 



does not teach nor suggest a cooling system for a board composed of a thermally 
conductive material layer conforming .to the heat sources on the board , a thermal 
conduit ( conduit is defined for cooling fluid passage) dissipating heat from the layer , 
and an actuator to actuate the conduit into thermal contact ,via the layer with the 
sources as claimed in claims 1,14, and 16.
